The Job Defended. 

The organ lias, us in duty bound, 
come out in defence of tko Govern- 
ment in creating a now department at 
an oxpense of seven thousand 
dollars a yoar; but wo opino no ono 
can read tho column through without 
becoming convinced that the author of 
the article wrote againt his own con- 
victions. Hithorto, he says, tho tinan- 
C6H wero looked after by the Provincial 
Secretary; but tho Government dis- 
covered that tho duties wero' 'more than 
ho could very well attend to." It is a 
notable circumstance that this dis- 
covery was mado by tho present Min- 
istry before they had been a week in 
office ! That such a discovory should 
have been made so quickly by the very 
men who formerly prated most about 
public officers having little or nothing 
to do, seems somewhat singular. It 
had been asserted over and ovor that 
the Provincial Secretary had not on an 
average two hours' work a day. And 
the assertion was strictly true;' and 
it was truo at a time when that officer 
discharged tho duties of "Finance 
Minister" as well. But no sooner do 
these loud-mouthed reformers seize 
upon office than they drop upon the 
discovory that tho Provincial Secretary 
had altogether too much work to do, 
and that "the interests of tho country 
demanded" the appointment of a 
"Minister of Finance" in order to re- 
lievo that overworked officer! This 
is, to put it in the mildest form, very 
extraordinary. But this pretence about 
overwork has not the slightest element 
of truth in it. At the timo the Pro- 
vincial Secretary looked after the 
finances he certainly had not, on an 
average, two hours' work a day, and if 
the financial department was not pro- 
perly looked after, it must have been 
because that officer did not do his duty. 
Just look at the facts: The Provincial 
Secretary was supported by a most ef- 
ficient Assistant, besides having a very 
proficient Audit Clerk, and two or three 
clerks besides. The simple truth of 
the matter is that, with half tho help, 
he should have been abundantly able 
to get through with tho "multifarious 
duties pressing upon" him. The organ 
is, therefore, guilty of an attempt to palm 
a lio off upon tho people, knowing it to bo 
such, iii order, if possible, to justify what 
its masters have done. Tho new depart- 
ment was not created becauso "the inter- 
ests of the country demanded" it, but sim- 
ply becauso the exigencies of the Minis- 
try required it. Tho Government must 
be mnde strong by increasing the number 
of its members, and ministers must be 
made dignified by having largo salaries 
paid to thorn for doing little or nothing. 
All this talk about over-work and the in- 
terests of the country is the purest balder- 
dash, and only goes to show how shock- 
ingly insincere were all the previous pro- 
fessions of those who now resort to such 
unworthy anil unjustifiable means in or- 
der to deceive the public and fortify 
themselves in office. Thu organ tells its 
readers that the ability and aptitude dis- 
played by Mr. Armstrong "as a member 
of the Logislaturo pointed him out as a 
gentleman eminently qualified to take a 
position in tho Government." It seems 
to us that the organ, in saying this, relies 
too much upon public forgetfulness, The 
only "eminence tho subject of this eulo- 
giuni attained as a member of the Legis- 
lature was when, during the session l>o- 
foro tho last, ho fought so earnestly for 
teu dollars a day ; and most persons think 
that on tho occasion alluded to he won no 
toriety rather than eminence. It may be 
remembered with what questionable se- 
verity the part be then took was criticised 
by tho selfsame writer, who now professes 
to have discovered in him rare qualities 
of statesmanship. The organ next refers 
to tho shrewdness and success of tho new 
Minister in his own private business, as a 
guarantee of fitness to manage tho finan- 
ces of tho Province. In tho gentleman's 
own constituency this will bo regarded as 
a most unfortunate allusion. The or- 
gan starts out by saying that 
tho District of New Westminster is just 
now without a representative; and it con- 
cludes by asserting that "Mr. Armstrong 
is a strong man in his district." Tho 
first cannot well bo true, unless Mr. 
Hughos, the senior member for the dis- 
trict, has also resigned. The second may 
have been intended as a mere play upon 
the final syllable of tho name; but 
certainly tho circumstance of his hav- 
ing been badly beaten by Mr. Nelson, 
in the election of 1870, taken in 
connection with the fao that ho 
only got in by a very narrow ma* 
jority over Mr. McRoberts, at the last 
election, would not appear to indicate 
very great strength. But altogether apart 
from personal considerations of strength 
and fitness, wo opine the organ will find 
that tho task it has undertaken is no easy 
one. It is rather too much for its editor to 
expect that, after years spent in preach- 
ing retrenchment and teaching the peo- 
ple to believe that they wero over-govern- 
ed, and that the head officials wero draw- 
ing excessive salaries for doing little; or 
nothing, these same people can be brought 
all at once to forget past teachings ami 
professions; and to believe that the blHoials 
wero neither overpaid nor under- worked, 
but on the contrary that "the interests of 
tho country demanded" that their nutn- 
ber (hall be increased. British Columbia, it 
will not be forgotten, got on better with- 
out a Treaturer than with one, at a timo 
when the duii«« of such an officer might 
fairly bo presuuwd to be muoh more 



onerous than now; and it will bo no easy 

matter for members who voted for tho 
creation of a new department wholly un- 
necessary to justify themselves to their 
constituents.

( oldor nations, greatly increase the eflici- 
leacy of the service. Tho halls of the Fire 
.Department would answer at once all the 
purposes of drill rooms and form admira- 
ble depots for military stores, stands of 
arms, 4c. Tho civil organization and 
(Easiness establishment would carry on .the 
ad ministration of both equally well. No 
ono but will agree with us that on parade 
days t l h° firemen would so improve their 
appoara'vj" 6 that there would be no trouble 
in winnh*}? recruits for the military por- 
tion "Did llie whole Fire Department 
thus volunt eer for military service it 
•would be in l'° different condition than 
tho very efficient ¥ir0 Departments in al' 
continental nations of Europe, who are 
drilled as regular troops and lorm a por- 
tion of the atandin g army of each bttto.

The conflict between labour and capital 
has evidently reached a climax in Eng- 
land. By repented strikes tho minors of 
Wales succeeded in raising wages to the 
highest possiblo point at tho timo when 
prices wore high. Towards the close of 
1872 the price of iron foil, and tho iron 
masters found they were unablo to con- 
tiuuo manufacturing at the existing rnto 
of wages, to which the latter objected. 
The result was iv general strike which 
commenced about tho 1st of January and 
still continues. The employers offered to 
show their hooks to a committee of the 
miners to prove that they were unable to 
continue to pay tho high rate of 
wages demanded, but the laborers refused 
to appoint a committee for tho pur- 
pose. Tho effects of tho strike oxtends 
to other trades and there is much suf- 
fering and destitution throughout Wales. 
The proprietors of several mines in tho 
south of Wales, who havo expressed their 
intention of importing Chinamen to take 
the places of the men now on strike, havo 
received anonymous letters threatening 
thorn with assassination, should thoy car- 
ry out their design. 

The latest dodge of Canadian counter- 
feiters, according to a Detroit paper, is 
to split banknotes in two, and by printing 
a counterfeit back and face on the good 
face and back", thus making two notes 
,)f one. Some of those notes wore found 
on some persons recently nrrosted in 
Windsor.

Years ago an educated but rather 
fast young Englishman, having run 
through all his ready money by along 
course of fashionable dissipation in the 
chief cities of Lho continent, found 
himself one day in Paris with liis means 
of livelihood entirely gone.

—set linn to reflecting seriously, for 
the fust time in several years. ''Some- 
thing must be done," mused he, "arid 
that right quickly. Bread and butter 
must be bad, and there is no money m 
in my trowsers wherewithtogetit; or, at 
best, only sufficient to last with econ- 
omy three or four days longer; and, 
then what?" Being naturally shrewd, of 
an inventive mind, -and a very ready 
writer, lie quickly formed the determi- 
nation of turning tlic.se qualities to 
present account. "Necessity is the mo- 
ther of invention," it is said. His reso- 
lution to strike out in his now course 
was no sooner taken than he proceeded 
to put it into execution. 

On taking account of stock our impe- 
cunious friend found sufficient funds 
on hand to settle up with his landlady 
for his last lodgings, take him across 
the channel to London, insert, an ad- 
vertisement lie had studied up and 
prepared, three times in" two daily 
papers of the city, 'And what was thi» 
curios advertisement?' very naturally 
asks tho reader. It simply called for 
live hundred newsboys to soli a new 
daily paper about to start. As their 
commission fordoing this they were to 
receive an extra percentage, but as a 
guarantee (and here comes in the joke), 
each boy to be employed must leave 
with his employer just one pound 
sterling. Tins condition peremptorily 
insisted on in every case. Bui the 
extra inducements had the desired 
effect — in fact it took admirably, for 
in less than a week the live hundred 
boys, or their friends for thorn, had 
applied registered their names, and 
•Join) sterling were duly deposited. 

Mi 1 . Smithsbn, our embryo journal- 
ist, now set himself to work day and 
night to get up a daily paper. Aside 
from a few paying advertisements and 
Homo shilling notices, he himself wrote 
up the entire contents of the little 
sheet, and on the day tho boys were 
told to conic for their papers, tho first, 
number was ready. Tho paper was no 
longer a myth, but a living reality. 
Little did those ragged urchins or 
their friends suspect, however, that the 
whole thing was got up on their 
money. The venture proved a great 
success; but, on the other hand, bad 
it been a failure, what then ? Ah! in 
in that case our friend would suddenly 
have found it necessary to resume his 
travels again, otherwise ho would have 
found himself ticketed ten years at 
least to Bridewell. 



From the first number of the paper 
tho enterprise rapidly grew and 
flourished; the shoeless little fellows 
who so unwittingly furnished the capi- 
tal to sot up a newspaper, soon had 
their money returned, and none tho 
wiser, none the worse, for the clever 
ruse that had been played. 

Thus was ushered into tho world 
that powerful institution, known to-day 
nil over two hemispheres as the Lon- 
don "Daily Telegraph," with corres- 
pondents in every part of the globo, 
employing a corps of writers and 
wielding an influence second only to 
tho "Thunderer" itself. Mr. S., the 
projector, died several years ago, 
■wealthy from the proceeds of an enter- 
prise begotten of sheer desperatioja, 
and, though rash in its inception, yot 
highly successful in its results. 

[There are a number of inaccuracies in 
the above account. Tho projector of tho 
Telegraph was Colonel Sleigh, a brother 
of tho celebrated barrister, Sorjeant 
Sleigli. He did start tho paper in the 
manner stated, aud although it proved a 
great, success tho extravagant habits of 
Sleigh soon brought him into trouble and 
bo sold out to the Levys, who own it now 
aud havo made immense fortunes. Colo- 
nel Sleigh afterwards tied from London 
to avoid prosecution for swindling emi- 
grants bound for Cariboo in 18H2 by tho 
••Overland transit line," He died about 
two years ago in groat poverty.— Editoh

Life Among the Snow. 

■Winter life in Old Canada, more 
especially in what iy now tho Province 
of Quebec, cannot be fully realized, 
save by those who havo experienced 
it. The talanted artist ongaged on 
the "Canadan. Illustrated News" has 
been singularly successful in recent 
attempts to represent life among the 
snow. Perhaps among tho most inter- 
esting of these are connected with the 
recent sojourn in Montreal of the Earl 
a:ul Countess of Dufferin. There aro 
three sketches of the grand snow-shoe 
tramp by torchlight, which took place 
on the 15th January, in honor of tho 
distinguished visitors. Pour clubs 
took part in the proceedings, number- 
ing in all over two hundred represen- 
tatives. The start was made at eight 
o'clock in the evening from Sher- 
brooko street. The scene, the glisten- 
ing snow. covered ground, the pic- 
turesque dresses of the snow-shoera, 
and the flickering light of tho torches, 
is described as one of the prettiost 
sights conceivable. Tho second 
sketch shows the brave follows de- 
filing through the mountain foreat, 
aud the third represents their arrival 
at Mr. McGibbon's residence, on St. 
Catherine Road. Lord and Lady Duf- 
ferin witnessed the starting scene from 
their sleigh, and then turned and 
drove around the mountain to Mr. 
McGibbon's, reaching it in good time 
to witness the arrival of the snow- 
sh'oers, about nine o'clock. A sumptu- 
ous supper was in readinoss, of which 
their Excellencies, together with the 
snow-shoers and a numerous party of 
friends, partook. After spending a 
pleasant evening the Earl and Coun- 
tess wore escorted back to the city by 
some hundred members of tho Mon- 
treal Snow-shoe Club. The next scene 
illustrated is tho visit of Lord and Lady 
Dufferin to McGill College. The il- 
lustration shows the hearty nature of 
the reception they mot with at the 
hands of the Art Students, who, as 
soon as tho Vico-vogal visitors' sleigh 
reached tho gate, took out the horses, 
attached ropes to tho vehicle, and 
dragged it up tho avenue to the en- 
trance. In replying to tho address 
from the Convocation, His Excellency 
alluded to this incident: "Only upon 
one other occasion," said ho, "and 
that tho most important in tho lives of 
each of us, have Lady Dufferin and 
myself been treated to a similar honor; 
and that was upon our marriage day. 
I can only say that if the 'conches' of 
this college are as good rts the 
'horses' tho students cannot fail to 
take very high ami creditable degrees." 
It may hero ho remarked that the 
"Canadian Illustrated News" seems 
to be achieving, as it deserves, com- 
plete success. The Montrealerg and 
the illustrious couple would appear to 
have been mutually pleased. Upon 
leaving tho city Lord 
letter to the. Mayor, e 
sense of tho courtesy and hospitality 
shown him by all classess of the com- 
munity. The President of the Skating 
Rink was also the reoipent of a letter 
from His Excellency, acknowledging 
the efforts of the club to entertain hina 
at the rink. But every roso must have 
its thorn; and so it fell out that tho 
Montreal '-Witness,' in an article head- 
ed "Mistaken Generosity," made an 
attack upon Mr. Met ribbon for fur- 
nishing the snow-shoe clubs with a 
champagne supper on tho occasion re- 
ferred to above; and it, is stated that 
Mr. McGibbon was about to institute 
an action for damages against the pro- 
prietors of the "Witness" on account 
of the said article, laying his chum at 
$25,000. It is to be regretted that 
such unpleasantness should have 
grown out of so very agreeable an af- 
fair.

Aleutian Relies. 

Dr. W. H. Dall, of the United States 
Coast Burvoy, states in a recent Report 
that in excavating for the erection of a 
signal on the island of Unnlaska, one 
of tho Aleutian chain, ho found indica- 
tions that it was at one time inhabited. 
Ho unearthed in a mound on the north- 
ern end of the island several ancient 
Aleutian huts or houses, in which ho 
found three human skeletons in a state 
of perfect preservation. The bones 
wero found doubled up after the cus- 
tom of the Aleutians, and wero in a 
soporato compartment, peculiarly con- 
structed, and exactly liko the tombs 
made by tho Aleutians of tho present 
timo. Tho Doctor also found a num- 
ber of relics in tho subterranean house 
including lamps full of oil, stone knives, 
bono spoonB, arrowheads, buttons, &c. 
Continuing his explorations he discov- 
ered tho sites and remains of several 
ancient villages on the island, of which 
only two wero formerly known even to 
tradition. Ho also made some inter- 
esting discoveries in regard to the 
modes of burial observed by this pre- 
historic race.^Ho says: — "In certain 
places at the foot of overhanging 
cliffs a wall had been built 
up until the rock above was roaohed, and 
outside a bank of earth or turf covered 
this wall, In the spaoo inside the debris 
had tlion boon removed, and in this space 
on a layer of small sticks of driftwood, 
tho bodies had been aid ono above tho 
other. In ono caso I found six skolotons, 
ono above tho other, separated only by 
the layers |of sticks and a piece of grass 
matting similar to that still manufactured 
by tho natives of Unlaska." In another 
place he found a Hinnll cave, about 20 feet 
in diamoter, through tho crevices of 
which water was dripping. In this ho 
found the remains of seven human skele- 
tons arranged around the sides of the cave. 
Of his discoveries in this tomb by tho sea, 
the doctor says:— "Near one of the skele- 
tons were found, heaped together, a num- 
ber of stono knives, a bono awl, mid two 
fragments, one niuuioo and tho other of 
flnq sandstone, with their edges and sur- 
faces smoothed and squared, evidently 
for the purpose of dressing down the as- 
perities of skins to bo use I for clothing. 
The most interesting collection was found 
near tho skeleton of the woman, aud con- 
sisted of two bono labrets shaped like 
those now in use among the Thinkets aud 
Botocudos. These are, doubtless, very 
anoiont, as all traces of the usago have 
long since passed away. There were bo- 
Bides a lot of needles mado of wing hones 
of birds, a needle-case made of tho hum- 
erus' of some largo bird, closed at each 
ond hy a wooden stopper, bono awls, stone 
knives, a whetstone of fine grained sand- 
rock, and a little caso of birch hark con- 
taining plumbago. Neither the birch, the 
sandstone, nor tho black slate of which 
tho knives wero made, nor tho plumbago, 
oxist on tho islands of Unlaska." As 
proved by other researches of the islands 
of Kadiak and Unga, tho early Aleuts 
were accustomed to preserve their 
more eminent dead by removing the 
viscera, stuffing the body with dry grass, 
and drying it. This was plaood in some 
dry oavo, dressed as in life, ornamented 
with gay apparel and covered with wood- 
on carvings, the most remarkable of which 
were masks of largo size, painted in differ- 
ent colours, and ornamented with feath- 
ers, tufts of hair, and bristles from the 
deer. A very groat variety of other 
carvings wero also placed in these caves, 
and sometimes tho bodies, placed in nat- 
ural attitudes, wero covered entirely with 
carved wooden armour, or placed in a 
miniature canoo or bidarks armed as if 
hunting or holding a paddle. Women 
were represented as if sowing, dressing 
skins, or nursing their infants; old men 
as if boating their drums, as thoy do dur- 
ing thoir winter dances in Esquimaux 
villages to this day. Hut few of these re- 
mains exist in a well-preserved condition; 
yut the extent of tho practice may be un- 
derstood j|from the fact that over 50 difler- 
ont masks, all more or loss mutilated, were 
found in one cave at Unga.
